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REMARKS 

This is in reply to the Office Action Mated July 27, 2005. Claims 1 -25 were 
previously elected for examination and prosecution in response to the restriction 
requirement in the Office Action dated January 26, 2005. Claims 1-25 are rejected in the 
instant Office Action. No claims are added, canceled or amended hereby. Therefore 
claims 1-25 are pending. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being un-patentable over 
Jakobson et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,766,368 Bl (hereinafter "Jakobson"), in view of other 
U.S. patents or patent applications. Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection for the 
following reason. 

JAKOBSON IS NOT PRIOR ART UNDER 35 U.S.C. S 103 

Jakobson cannot be used as prior art against this application under 35 U.S.C. § 
103. Effective November 29, 1999, subject matter that was prior art under 35 U.S.C. § 
103 via 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) is disqualified as prior art against a claimed invention if that 
subject matter and the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, 
owned by the same person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person

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[35 U.S.C. § 103(c)]. The subject matter of Jakobson and the claimed invention of the 
present application were, at the time the claimed invention was made, owned by the same 
person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person, namely Verizon. 
Therefore Jakobson cannot be used as prior art against this application under 35 U.S.C. § 
103. SeeMPEP§§706.02(l)(l) > 706.02(l)(2)(II). The rejection of claims 1-25 is 
therefore overcome. 

Applicants respectfully request that the rejection of claims 1-25 be withdrawn and 
the claims allowed. To the extent necessary, a petition for extension of time under 37
